first m ortgage upon real estate. 
The 
suit against him was dismissed today 
in the circuit court of Cole county. 
This land is located 
iii 
Jackson 
county, Ore., n ear the town of Phoe­ 
nix. 
Gordon visited the land at the 
request, he says, of his wife and other 
heirs in the' **u miner of 1909. 
Follow­ 
ing his visit he wrote the heirs sug­ 
gesting the imm ediate sale of the land 
J because of the tumble-down condition 
of the house and fences, and saying 
he had found a buyer out there who 
was to pay $2,000 for it. 
Subsequently 
the 
sta te 
auditor, 
without notifying the heirs, sa vs he 
decided to take the land himself and 
did acquire it through W. A. Kinsey, 
a clerk in his 
departm ent, 
paving 
$2,090. 
A fter deducting expenses in­ 
cident to the transaction this was dr 
vided among the heirs. 
Soon after 
ward the auditor sold the land for 
$14,500, taking iii paym ent notes ag­ 
gregating $ 10,300. secured by deeds of 
trust on the land, and the rem ainder 
ii; cash. 
The heirs heard of the sale and 
s led the auditor for an accounting. 
They asked <he court to apportion 
the excess over the purchase price 
among them. 
A motion was filed by Gordon’s a t­ 
torneys to dismiss on the ground the 
circuit court of Cole county was with­ 
out jurisdiction. 
This was overruled. 
Depositions of Auditor 
Gordon 
and

H orse Pedometers. 
The whorls of hair on the coats of 
horses and other animals are natural 
pedometers, inasmuch as they regis­ 
ter the locomotive activities of the 
animals on 
whose bodies they are 
found. 
The best examples and the greatest 
num ber of these hairy whorls and 
crests are found on the domestic 
horse. 
A notable instance 
is 
the 
graceful feathering that extends along 
the hollow of the flank, dividing the 
trunk of the animal from the hind­ 
quarters. 
There are also crests and 
whorls on the horse's chest and other 
parts of Its body. 
A study of the action of the under­ 
lying muscles explains the origin of 
these peculiarities in the lay of the 
hair and furnishes the justification for 
calling them pedometers, although the 
analogy Is, of course, merely super- 
flcal.
